Outline of Thaw’s Defense. 

Lawyer Gleason, who made the opening 
address for the defense, contended that Thaw 
was insane when he shot the architect on 
the night of June 25, 1906, on Madison Square 
roof garden, that he had been mentally un- 
balanced for two years before that time, and 
that the shooting of Stanford White was the 
result of Thaw's insanity, coupled with the 
stress of mind resulting from the stress. of 
circumstances under which he had lived since 
he married Evelyn Nesbit. 
Lawyer Gleason told the jury that 
it would be proved that there hed been in- 
samity in Thaw’s family on both the paternal 
and the maternal sides, and that the ineanity 
from which the defendant suffered therefore 
was hereditary. He declared that the condi- 
tion of Thaw's brain had always been such 
that given certain conditions of strees Insan- 
ity was the natural result. These conditions, 
he asserted, came wita his marriage to Eve- 
lyn Nesbit and the events that followed it. 

As “Agent of Providence.” 

„ We will show you,” said Mr. Gleason, 
“that the defendant on the night of the 
shooting first saw White glowering at him 
and then became convinced that it would be 
an act of providence for him to kill the archi- 
tect. Acting on that prompting, he walked 
over as coolly as he might go to speak to 
a friend and shot that man. He did not re- 
gard the act as wrong. He considered that 
it was God's providence and was not wrong. 
We say that upon the evidence it will be im- 
possible for you to say that at the time Thaw

/ STOLEN RING WORTH $1,500 
RETURNED TO ITS OWNER. 


Taken by Furniture Movers from Fiat 
of Louis Sullivan in the Lessing— 
Recovered by Summerdale Sleuth. 


A ring set with a ruby surrounded by 
twenty diamonds and valued at $1,500 that 
had been stolen by furniture movers from 
the flat of Louis Sulltvan, in the Lessing 
building, Surf street and Evanston avenue, 
a week ago was yesterday ordered restored 
to its owner by Judge Himes after he had 
held the thieves to the grand jury. 

The ring had been recovered by Detective 
Hiott of the Summerdale police station last 
Saturday, after he had arrested the furniture 
movers, Henry Meyers and Theodore Good- 
man. The men confessed the theft and told 
that they had left the ring in a saloon at 
Eugenie and Wells street as security for a 
loan of 75 cents, belleving that it was an 
imitation. 

Hiott went to the saloon, where the saloon- 
keeper, without any ado other than to de- 
mand the sum loaned, willingly gave up the 
jewel. He was amazed when told its value. 

The two men were arraigned in court in the 
afternoon, pleaded guilty, and were held to 


| the grand jury. 


The ring was stolen while the Sullivan 
family was moving from the Lessing apart- 
ments. 


It is expected that the investigation ordered 
will bring out the fact that there are on the 
pay roll eight or ten lawyers engaged in regu- 
lar outside practice while drawing full salary 
from the city, to which they are supposed to 
give their entire time. 


Pay Roll Said to Be Largest. 

The pay roll of the corporation counsel's of- 
fice for the last month is said to have been 
larger than the city ever has been called 
upon to meet before. The total amount for 
lawyers, assistants, clerks, and investiga- 
tors was $6,612. The city attorney's office 
for the same period shows a roll of $6,401. 
Since Mr. Smulski left the office there have 
been two acting city attorneys, Frank D. 
Ayers and John R. Caverly, the latter an 
ex-police magistrate. Mr. Ayers soon will 
step out entirely. Mr. Caverly was appoint- 
ed by the mayor to satisfy the demands of 
Ald. Kenna of the First ward. 

Corporation Counsel James Hamilton 
Lewis has found himself powerless to cope 
with the system which has been forced upon 
him by the mayor. He has protested against 
filling his office with inefficient ward work- 
ers. He has traneferred men and discharged 
some, and tried to keep his office clean, but 
with little results. * 

A feature of the investigation which does 
not appear in the open pay rolls, but which 
offers fertile fields for the feeding of hungry 
politicians, is the special voucher roll. This 
roll, it has been found, is filled with the 
names of the mayor's I. M. O. adherents. 

They have drawn fat fees for special serv- 
ices of unknown value to the city.

“I will entertain Mr. Dever after Mr. 
Werno has had time to speak on this motion 
to defer,“ said the mayor. 

“I made the motion and should be heard 
first,”” said Dever. 

** Ald. Dever has the floor,“ said the mayor. 

“I regard it as too late to consider these 
ordinances tonight.“ said Ald. Dever. “It 
is of the utmost importance to every inter- 
est that this be deferred. I think it is a 
conservative statement to say that thirty 
of forty amendments were made today by 
the committee. We were in session five 
hours. One amendment took nearly all that 
time to discuss. We cannot possibly con- 
sider the ordinances tonight the way they 
should be considered. I challenge any man 
to test that. | 

There is not a man on the floor of the 
council who knows what was meant by the 
General Electric. agreement, a most impor- 
tant one. I say this is not the way to do legis- 
lative business. It is neither fair nor honest, 
and is utterly unbusinesslike. As a mere 
matter of personal decency we never should 
permit the people of Chicago to say that we 
came out of a room after a five hour discus- 
sion and got seventy men in the council to 
pass the ordinances we recommended. 

We don’t know what the amendments 
mean yet. We should nave time to read the 
Fisher amendment. There is no less a ques- 
tion involved in that than there is in the ques- 
tion of whether the street railway companies 
can ignore the people of Chicago. As a legal 
Proposition it is far from without doubt. We 
don't. know the effect of the General Electric 
agreement on the legality of the ordinances. 
We don’t know these amendments. It is in 
Mine with intelligent conservatism to postpone 
action tonight, and I ask that it be done.” 


Werno for Immediate Action. 

Ald. Werno then rose and took issue with 
Ald. Dever on all of his statements. He 
made an earnest plea for the immediate pas- 
Sage of the ordinances. In ringing words he 
Geclared the time for further delay had 
passed and called on his colleagues to take up 
the question at once. 

We in the transportation committee did 
not work five hours on these amendments,” 
he said. ‘* Most of our time was used up in 
listening to outsiders. The committee gave 
much of its time as always to those who de- 
sired to talk with us about the ordinances. 
We listened patiently to any outsider who 
thought he might give us light by which we 
might improve the ordinances. 


Much Time Already Wasted. 


“The committee has worked since last April 
On this question, and every one has been in- 
vited to speak any argument that would pro- 
tect the rights of the people. And because 
we have given so much time to this question 
I believe, gentlemen, the time has come for 
action. The mayor himself said that nine 
months ago. According to this belief the 
committee has sworked out the ordinances. 
We met today, but we didn’t discuss thirty 
amendments, as Ald. Dever has claimed. We 
spent our time on only ten, and the one that 
occupied our time was the amendment con- 
cerning the time when the ordinances are to 
take effect. The other amendments are only 
for slight changes to make the meaning of 
the sectiong clearer. You have a right to 
have these amendments read.“ 

Here Ald. Dever interrupted, but was 
equelched by Ald. Werno, who declared he 
would not be interrupted at such a time 

Aided by a Legal Expert. 

“We had a legal expert helping us this 
afternoon,” continued Ald. Werno. He 
gave his opinions to show that we were doing 
our work according to law. The man in op- 
position to us gave no authority to back up 
his speech. He cited no opinion of legal 
status to give weight to his arguments. It 
seems to me now that if the committee is to 
have intelligent action on the ordinance it. 
must rely on the council. 

The committee has done all it could. We 
got the best assistance we could get, not only 
the best experts money could buy but men 
who gave their time also for their feeling of 
civic pride in the future of Chicago We 
ought to rely on their opinions more than on 
the opinions of outsiders, whose purpose is 
to find fault with our work. This new agree- 
ment we have submitted will take care of the 
General Electric railway and will wipe it out 
of existence. We have the opinion of our 
counsel and it safeguards the city’s interests. 

People Want Quick Action. 

“There is no reason why we should not go 
ahead and pass the ordinances. Then we 
can put them before the people for ratifica- 
tion. Are we rushing the ordinences through? 
Why, for ten years this question has turned 
the people of this city upside down. It has 
been taken up time after time. First the 

tentative ordinances came up, but they came 
to naught. Then the committees went to 
work again. The best men in the council 
were placed on the committee

Werno then read twelve amendments, 
one of which was important with the ex- 
ception of one which provided that if the 
traction lines were purchased or otherwise 
acquired by a licensed company the rights 
of transfers existing under the ordinances 
should not be impaired. 


Bone of Contention Struck. 


All of these amendments passed without 
debate until Ald. Werno introduced that bone 
of contention, the referendum amendment. 
This was as follows: 

This ordinance shall not take effect or 
be in force unle « and until a majority of 
the votes cast upon the following question of 
public policy at the election to be held in the 
city of Chicago on the first Tuesday of April, 
1907, are in the affirmative: 

For the approval of ordinances reported 
to the city council on Jan. 15 authorizing 
the Chicago City Railway company and the 
Chicago Railways company respectively. to 
construct, maigtain, and operate street rall- 
ways in said city and providing for the pur- 
chase thereof by the said city or its licensee.’ 

“In the event that a majority of the votes 
cast upon the said question are in the af- 
firmative then this ordinance shall take ef- 
fect and be in force from and after its ac- 
ceptance by the company under its corporate 
seal after the first Tuesday in April; pro- 
vided, that if the company shall not file with 
the city, clerk the penal bond mentioned or 
if the company shall not file its formal ac- 
ceptance of this ordinance and all its terms 
and conditions within ninety days from the 
passage hereof, then all rights and privileges 
hereby granted shall be wholly null and void, 
the acceptance of the ordinance being hereby 
5 — a condition of the ordinance taking 

ect. 


Delay Tactics Resumed. 


“This amendment,“ said Ald. Werno, was 
drafted far the purpose of assuring the peo- 
ple that there should be a referendum on the 
ordinances before they go into effect. There 
should be no objection to passing it. The 
only reason why many perso! s have opposed 
the ordinances has been their apprehension 
that they would not be submitted to a refer- 
endum vote.“ 

Ald. Dever was on his feet in an instant 
with an amendment providing that— 

No action be taken by the council toward 
the final passage, either conditionally or un- 
conditionally, of the ordinances now pending 
until after the next April election, and that 
after the said election the ordinances be 
passed by the council only in the event that 
a majority of the votes cast on the proposi- 
tion of the adoption of the ordinances be in 
favor of their approval.” 

In bringing in this substitute,“ said Ald. 
Dever, “‘I wish to say that the status to- 
night is not the same as it was at a previous 
meeting of the council, when it was not only 
urged that there would be no petition fora 
referendum, but a strenuous effort was made 
to arrange matters so that there would be 
no referendum. [Applause from the gallery. ] 


Doubts Promise of Companies. 


In two weeks’ time not only were the nec- 
essary 87,000 signatures secured, but 184,000 
were obtained, making the referendum a 
moral certainty in spite of grossly unfair 
methods. Nothing can be gained by failing 
to pass this resolution. Leaving aside the 
great question of principle whether the serv- 
ants of the people should not do as we have 
promised—leaving aside the questions of se- 
curing good service and M. O. as soon as 
possible, we have confronting us the ex- 
traordinary statement that if we do not pass 
this resolution they are going to show us 
between now and the first of April a perfect 
traction system. 

I don’t believe the traction companies are 
going to do anything in the line of good serv- 
ice except to influence the voters. It is a 
strange thing that after ten years of rotten 
service we are told that if we pase the ordi- 
nances they will give us good service. It is 
tantamount to an assertion that if we do not 
pass the ordinances they will not give us good 
service. It is the cheekiest and most humili- 
ating thing that has been brought before this 
council during a discussion of the traction 
question. It is a bid for votes, a club to 
hammer us into line. Cars that were prom- 
ised Oct. 1, Nov. 1, Dec. 1, Jan. 1, and Feb. 1 
are being held back so they can be rushed on 
the streets the moment these ordinances are 
passed. It is just a four flush. It is not busi- 
ness and it is not honest. 

Most of us are pledged not to pass these 
ordinances until they are submitted to thé 
people. As a matter of public policy we can 
do not better and no more honest act than to 
let these ordinances stay where they are until 
the people approve them.“ 


Cullerton Swings Into Action. 


Ald. Cullerton made an impassioned speech 
then in fayor of the Werno amendment. 

„ Ald. Dever, since I have been here to- 
night, has been mixing up these ordinances,”’ 
gaid he, with amendment after amend- 
ment.” 

Ald. Dever hastened to disclaim any such 
intention, but Ald. Cullerton would not hear 
him and proceeded: 

“Ald. Dever desiree to have these ordi- 
nances submitted to the people in an incom- 
plete state. I believe in giving to the people 
something completed [pounding on his desk] 
to vote for. You have an ordinance here that 
can be riddled with amendmer s at the next 
meeting. Don’t deceive the pubic.” 

Ald. Dever replied satirically that of course 
Cullerton intended to vote for the traction 
ordinances from civic pride, but that his con- 
stituents might think otherwise. 


Dever’s Amendment Is Defeated. 


Ald. Foreman then moved to lay the Dever 
amendment on the which was carried 
by a vote of 56 to 18. as follows: :

Race’s Proposals Are Lost. 

Five amendments offered by Ald. Race, as 
they came up for action, were chopped off 
in comparatively short order. As the father 
of the proposed changes would conclude the 
explanation of his reasons, it devolved upon 
Ald. Werno to make a brief reply, and one 
by one they fell by the wayeide, tabled in 
three instances without the formality of a 
roll call. 

The first of these provided for the inser- 
tion of the words, “a fare not to exeeed 5 
cents,“ and Ald. Race argued that the addi- 
tion was necessary to prevent a future in- 
crease of fare. Ald. Werno pointed out that 
the tity was the only party to the contract 
that could change the fare, and his motion 
to table the amendment passed with hardly 
a dissenting voice. 

His second suggestion, for the sale of six 
tickets for a quarter and thirteen for half a 
dollar, he declared was but a small conces- 
sion to ask from the company; and he read 
from the minutes of the proceedings of for- 
mer years to show that a number of the al- 
dermen had placed themselves on record for 
the low fare. Ald. Foreman secured the 
floor before Ald. Werno and, declaring that 
the city has the power to lower the passen- 
ger tax at any time, moved to table the 
amendment. The vote stodd 57 to 8. 


Vain Plea for “Workingmen.” 


Mr. Race's principal argument in speaking 
for his demand for workingmen's tickets,“ 
eight for a quarter, but valid only in the 
early morning and early evening, was the 
citation of the system in practice in Rich- 
mond, Va., where two such tickets are given 
for 5cents. Ald. Werno declared that with a 
possible uninterrupted ride of from twelve 
to twenty miles, Chicagoans should ask less 
in that direction than is given the residents 
of Richmond, and the proposed change went 
to the deadwood pile by a vote of 49 to 14. 

In jest Ald. Pringle moved that Ald. Race 
should bring up all his amendments for si- 
multaneous action, but was not recognized by 
the chair. The next amendment, insisting 
upon transfers within the downtown district, 
Ald. Race insisted, was necessary, as some 
points in opposite parts of the city will not be 
reached by the through routes. Ald. Werno’'s 
criticism of his assertion was that the new 
system will be a great improvement over the 
present. 


Twenty-one Through Routes. 


There will be twenty-one through routes,” 
he said, and people living in Austin can 
go to Lincoln park without changing cars. 
They can go from Sixtieth street and Madison 
avenue to Halsted street and Graceland ave- 
nue, and that is surely a great improvement 
over present evils. The companies declare 
they would not accept such a provision as 
this, and those who have studied the ordi- 
nance agree that it would not be a good 
thing f the city if it once got possession 
of the HUnes. , j 

Ald. Race waived his privilege of a roll 
call and the measure joined its predecessors 
by a viva voce vote. 

The Race amendment, that In case of the 
abandonment of any of the proposed routes 
transfers should be given over the lines cov- 
ering those routes, was squelched by the 
chairman of the transportation committee 
with an explanation that the ordinance pro- 
vides that no through route may be discon- 
tinued without the consent of the city council. 

“Ald. Werno,” asked Mayor Dunne, do 
you want a roll call on the motion to table? 

No,“ was the reply, and there was one dis- 
senting vote in the viva voce call. 


Arbitration Clause Rejected. 


With this budget out of the way, an amend- 
ment of which Ald. Derpa was the author 
came up for consideration. It provided for 
the settlement of differences between the 
company and its employés by a board of three 
arbitrators, but Ald. Werno declared that in 
conferences with the companies and their 
men neither side had agreed that they would 
accept any such provision. Cries of “ roll 
call“ brought a speedy finish to the argu- 
ment, and upon its being taken the result 
showed 37 favoring and 32 opposed. 


Offers Plan for Purchase. 


Ald. Dever followed with four amendments, 
which, he explained, were for the purpose of 
providing explicitly for the control of the 
railway lines in the event of their purchase 
by the city. 

Five years hence, he said. the property 
of the street railroad companies will be worth 
$100,000,000, while the limitation of the cer- 
tincates which the city may issue is $75,000,- 
000. I believe the city should be enabled to 
take over the property in some way for a sum 
not to exceed this $75,000 000. These amend- 
ments will furnish the solution.”’ 

The first amendment provided that the pay- 
ment for any part of the property exceeding 
that sum might be represented in the form of 
bonds, in denomination not less than $500 
each, redeemable at par, and with accrued in- 
terest, the same to be held by the companies. 

“I think these matters have all been gone 
over thoroughly in the committee,” objected 
Ald. Werno, who moved to lay the amend- 
mentonthetable. The motion 
vote of 56 to 13.

"The most impartant one of the four amend- 
ments fath by Ald. Dever, however, was 
one which provided that improvements of the 
road should be limited in such a way that the 
purchase price shal] never exceed the amount 
of the Mueller certificates which the city will 
be enabled to issue at the time of purchase. 
There was a long debate on this question, but 
finally Ald. Foreman's motion to table was 
carried by a vote of 51 to 10. 


To Fix Minimum Compensation. 

Ald. Dever's next amendment dealt with 
the City rallway's settlements with the city 
on the basis of gross receipts, and provided 
that the city’s share of the company's gross 
receipts at each annual settlement shall 
never fall below 8 per cent. 

„This will assure the people of the city. 
said Ald. Dever, “ that the city will receive 
not less than $1,400,000 annually on this set- 
tlement basis. It is a safeguard that is ab- 
solutely necessary. 

On Ald. Foreman's motion the amendment 
was tabled by a vote of 50 to 13. 

At this point Ald. Moynihan succeeded in 
checking the gentleman from the Seven- 
teenth ward for a moment by requesting that 
an amendment relating to the exchange of 
transfers be inserted in the City railway ordi- 
nance instead of 4 section referring to the 
west side lines, where it had been placed 
by mistake. 


Dever At Bat“ Once More. 


The lull in Ald. Dever’s proceedings was 
only temporary, however. He as on his feet 
immediately with an amendment to the City 
railway ordinance providing that a desig- 
nated licensee may purchase the system by 
agreeing to a fare of not more than (cents, 
instead of being required to pay the 20 per 
cent penalty now provided for in the ordi- 
nance. 

On this point the alderman again became 
eloquent, eliciting tumultuous.applause from 
the galleries. 

This is a measure,“ he said, to protect 
the city and the prospective purchasing com- 
pany from the piratical methods of Wall 
street. This 20 per cent penalty isn't a finan- 
clal proposition for the company; they want 
it for protection—to give them a chance to 
hold on to the good thing they've got! 

There is one thing that should be empha- 
sized by the city of Chicago in this whole 
matter. We should have a right at any time 
to say ‘ You've got to be good! We have the 
right to give your property over to a private 
company if you're not. And there's just one 
way to keep that private company out! ’ 

“This will de a club in the hands of the 
city and it will keep the companies from 
clubbing municipal ownership, as I believe 
they will under these ordinances, anyway! "’ 

The alderman’s eloquence had little effect 
except to give suggestive meaning to the 
groans with which the weary aldermen greet- 
ed another demand for a roll call. The 
amendment was tabled by a vote of 48 to 9. 


Recess Taken at 1:56 A. M. 


Then the clerk started to read another of 
Ald. Dever’s apparently interminable series. 
He had hardly reached the end of the second 
line when some one moved at 1:56 a. m. that 
the council take a recess. Nobody knew 
who it was, for the entire council was on 
its feet in a moment, clamoring for the mo- 
tion an@seconding it. The few “‘ ham ande 
which had been smuggled in had served only 
to whet the aldermanic appetite. 

.“. Fifteen minutes! Mayor Dunne finally 
managed to ejaculate, his mouth occupied 
with a large bite he had just taken froma 
slab some one had handed him, and the coun- 
cll made a decidedly undignified exit in the 
direction of the sandwiches. 

Mayor, council, reporters, copy boys, and 
policemen gathered informally in the ante 
rooms, and soon every one was munching 
democratically and contentedly. Then some 
one said coffee and two of the police- 
men were sent post haste to a néighboring 
restaurant. 

The fifteen minutes threatened to expire 
before the cops came back and a delega- 
tion waited on Mayor Dunne to adjust mat- 
ters. 

That fifteen minutes won't be up until 
the coffee comes! said the mayor, twirling 
his empty cup genially, and every one turned 
to watch the elevator. Finally the emissar- 
les appeared and the recess was properly 
rounded out. 


Traction Employes Noisy. 

Employés of the street railroads, who were 
in force in the gallery to make a demonstra- 
tion, led the applause when Ald. Derpa began 
the policy of obstruction, under direction 
of Mayor Dunne, by introducing resolution 
after resolution. This was the beginning 
of the debate. 

Sergeant at Arms Brown hurried up to M. 
C. Buckley and James Larkin, presidents of 
the locals of the Chicago City railway and 
Union Traction employés. 

“You'll have to be quiet up here!“ he 
shouted, “or I'll clear the gallery. Those 
are the orders.” 

He notified the five big policemen that noisy 
demonstrations were to be quelled in the 
beginning. After that the applause was more 
subdued. 


Galleries Crowded with Spectators. 


The gallery and the reserve space for spec- 
tators on either side of the council chamber 
was crowded with hundreds of spectators. 
The police, however, enforced the rule that 
no spectators were to be allowed to stand 
in the gallery. Soon after 7 o'clock all the 
vacant places were taken, and a disconsolate 
crowd lingered at the big doors at the sev- 
eral entrances to the council. Among those 
who failed to gain <ntrance was Louis P. 
Cardwell, secretary of the Firemen's union. 

Advocates of immediate municipal owner- 
ship, members of the federation of labor, 
among whom, of course, the street car em- 
ployés predominated, enthusiasts of the 
Independence league and the Referendum 
league, and single taxers, for the main part, 
filled the gallery. There were three women, 
but they said they had no especial! interest.

They began to sit up and take nptice when 
Ald. Dever brought up the traction question 
in a mild manner in a resolution providing 
that the corporation counsel communicate 
with the chief justice of the Supreme court 
of Illinois and ascertain just how soon 4 
decision might be expected in the test case 
involving the validity of the street railwey 
certificate ordinances and the validity of the 
Mueller law. This was passed without de- 
bate. 

“That is just the overture, commented 
“Doc” D. B. Bradley, the original I. M. O. 
man who sat in the middle of the gallery in 
the front row. He has a profile like the wood- 
cuts of Andrew Jackson, and he wears 4 
rusty black frock coat and a black string tie. 

‘I organized the first municipal ownership 
meeting at the Sherman house in 1902, he 
was telling the spectators in his neighbor- 
hood.

VETOES THEATER TICKET LAW. 


Mayor Finds Ordinance to Protect the 
Public from Extortion Invalid 
' and Offers Another. 


For the present the theater ticket dealers 
will continue to be in a position to practice 
extortion on the theater going public. 

Mayor Dunne last night at the city council 
vetoed Ald. -Harkin’s ordinance directed 
against the sale of theater tickets by specu- 
lators. These brokers stand outside the play- 
houses or offer the best seats in the theaters 
at their stands in the hotels and other pub- 
lic places, usually at an advance of 50 cents 
over the advertised price of seats, 

The mayor presented another ordinance, 
which he held was not open to the objection 
of unconstitutionality. It went to the judi- 
ciary committee. 

Mayor Dunne vetoed the ordinance, he 
said in his message, for the reason that it 
was “ unreasonable and void.“ He pointed 
out that it made it unlawful for any person 
to sell theater tickets outside of the box of- 
fices in the district bounded by the lake, 
Chestnut street, Halsted, and Twelfth 
streets. 

The fact that the ordinance did not forbid 
the sale of tickets elsewhere than from the 
box offices in other parts of the city, the 
mayor held, was an unreasonable and unjust 
discrimination and unconstitutional. 

I have prepared an ordinance that con- 
tains none of these defects as a substitute,“ 
said Mayor Dunne. 

Ald. Harkin moved that the ordinance be 
sent to the judiciary committee. He said 
that the ordinance was drawn in the corpo- 
ration counsel's office and he supposed it 
was valid. 

A motion by Ald. Hunt to substitute by 
referring the measure to the committee on 
license was lost. 

The resignation of E. H. Roche as city pur- 
chasing agent was accepted and the appoint- 
ment of his successor, Frank C. Burke, a 
Meutenant of Roger Sullivan in the Twenty- 
eighth ward, confirmed. The salary is $4,000 
ayear. William Legner and William Lydon 
went on Mr. Burke's bond for $50,000.

Judge Kavanagh introduced an mnovation 
by deciaring that he was going to treat the 
jury “ humanely.” ‘ihe four men were taken 
to the Morrison hotel last evening, but the 
court said he would let them visit their homes 
and attend to their business for an hour or 80 
each day when the trial gets started. 

The announcement made a hit with the 
jurymen.

*“ Since I am giving you gentlemen all these

The oil which the judge poured on the 
creaking machine of the jury mill kept things 
spinning in court all day long. With a spe- 
cial venire of 200 men to draw from, the 
lawyers exhausted over half the number, so 
fast were the ineligible talesmen weeded out 
of the list. In order to save itself from ac- 
cepting “‘ unsatisfactory ’’ jurors, the de- 
fense was compelled to use up twenty-eight 
of its 110 peremptory challenges. The state 
used sixteen challenges.

HOLDERS OF KNICKERBOCKER 
SUE WESTERN ICE COMPANY, 


Owners of Preferred Shares Seek to 
Prevent New Concern from Voting

Preferred stockholders of the Knicker- 
bocker Ice company, who have been fighting 
the attempts of E. R..Thomas and his asso- 
clates and the efforts of the latter to get 
control of a company interest of the Western 
Ice company, a holding company recently or- 
ganized by them, have carried their case into 
the courts.

alleged benefits to be derived from participa- 
tion in the holding company.

“Can you give us an idea of how rapidly 
the shots followed each other? Was it about 
like this?“ Mr. Garvan snapped his fin- 
gers three times at intervals of about a sec- 
ond. 

About like that.“ said the witness. 

“ After the third shot,“ went on the en- 
gineer, he turned around and took the re- 
Volver by the barrel, held it a little above 
the level of his shoulder, and walked directly 
teward the exit. I started right after him. 

“He walked very slowly. I walked right 
up to him, there were two men already had 
hold of him, a Mr. Condey, who was fore- 


Mr. Condey asked would I take charge 

of him while he went and got an officer. I 

said I would. Then Thaw said to me. Can't 
i me down the elevator now. I've 


elevator came up. There 
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Meyer Cohn of 601 West One Hundred and 
Forty-second street, who said he was a man- 
ager for Charles K. Harris, the music pub- 
Usher, and was present on the Madiso 
Square garden roof on the night of June 25, 
in connection with the first presentation of 
‘* Mam’selle Champagne,“ was then called 

He said that he saw Thaw on the roof dur- 
ing the first act of the piece. He stood at 
the head of the center aisle. when first he 
saw Thaw. 

Q.—What did the defendant do? A.—Noth- 
ing more than come down the center aisle and 
stand in front of me. 

Q.—What was he doing while he was stand- 
ing there? Was he looking around? A.—He 
stood there quietly and, im fact, I didn’t pay 
much attention.te him, any more than to 
notice that he had an overcoat on and looked 
around quietly. That is all After the first 
act I went and sat over to one side. 

Q.—And how long did you remain there? 
A.—Until the shooting. 0 

Q. - And where next did you see the de- 
fendant? A. —He passed down along the 
aisle toward the entrance. There was another 
gentleman, but I didn’t pay much attention 
to him. They seemed to be going out. 

Witness Acts It Out. 

Here Mr. Garvan told the witness to de- 
scribe what happened next. Mr. Cohn stood 
up and acted it all out. 

“Mr. Thaw,” he said, “walked along 
quietly down the aisle, and I said to Mr. 
Blasse, the man with me: ‘There goes your 
friend.“ We watched him, and he walked 
about as far as where that lady is-sitting 
there (the witnees indicated Mrs. Carnegie, 
Harry Thaw's sister, who was sitting in her 
usual seat); and then as he got that far 
he just walked down this way (here. the 
witness ‘wheeled about as Thaw did to get 
down to where Mr, White Was unconsciously 
awaiting him), *; Walked around two or three 
tables, and one, two, three shots. This 
hand (raising his left) went out Uke that. 
This hand (raising his right) went up in 
the air. The pistol went upside down. He 
turned around and walked towards the ele- 
vator. A fireman grabbed him and took the 
pistol away.“ 

Q.—Was he in front of Mr. White when he 
shot? A.—I think he was—pretty near in 
front of him. 
Q.—He turned around suddenly in front of 
Mr. White? A.—The thing was done quietly. 
Then Mr. Delmas got up for his first cross- 
examination. He ed the witness if he fol- 
lowed Mr. Thaw with his eyes from the mo- 
ment he saw him walking toward Mr. 
White. 
„From the time he passed me at that 
table,“ said the Witness, earnestly. “ I said 
to Mr.” 
Tou kept your eyes on him from then 
until ey shots were fired?” interrupted the 
lawye 
ge think I did.“ said Mr. Cohn. Mr. Del- 
mas asked a question that the witness 
coulda,’t understand, and then looked at the 
diagram which Mr. Jerome explained to 
him, the lawyer adding that he hed never 
been on Madison Square roof garden. 
Henry F. Blaese of 106 West One Hundred 
and Thirty-ninth street, who ig also em- 
ployed by Charles K. Harris, and was with 
Cohen, was next called. He had charge of 
the orchestration of ‘‘Mam’selle Cham- 
pagne. He corroborated all that Cohen 
had said about Thaw’s first appearance on 
the progress of the first act. He also told 
about seeing Thaw the second time and how 
the defendant walked down towards Mr. 
White as Cohen had described it, and shot 
three times at a party sitting at a table.“ 
“He walked round this table here, said 
Mr. Blaese, indicating the spot on the dia- 
gram, and fired three shots.” 
“How long an interval,” asked Mr. Gar- 
van, “ was there between the shots?” The 
witness clapped his hands at second inter- 
vals. 
Q.—Did you hear any conversation between 
the defendant and the deceased? A.—I didn’t 
hear any. 
Q.—The moving of the lips or anything? 
A.—No. 
Mr. Delmas then asked many questions 
about Mr. White's position when he was 
shot, the drift of which was not at first ap- 
parent. Their meaning appeared later on 
when Mr. Gleason told the jury that an et- 
fort would be made to prove that Thaw 
thought he was shooting in self-defense. 
Mr. Blaese differed with Cohen on one point. 
Cohen had said that Thaw, after shooting 
White, held the pistol up by the barrel, point- 
ing the butt upward. Blaese said the barrel 
pointed up. 

Pistol Pointed Upward. 

And during the whole of that time this 
pistol was pointed in the attitude that you 
have described asked the lawyer. 

“ Yes, sir, said the witness. 

Q.—Immediately after the shooting and be- 
fore lifting the pistol into the air did you see 
any gestures on the part of Mr. Thaw? A.— 
No. 


Q. —Did he throw his arms out inthis way? 
(Mr. Delmas made a spread eagle gesture. ]} 
A.—No. 

Q.—You are positive? A.—I ams 

Fireman Paul Brudi, who was on duty on 
the roof when White was shot, testified that 
he saw the shooting, though he didn’t see 
either Mr. White or Thaw before that. 
Thaw was facing Madison avenue when he 
shot and he held the pistol close to White's 
forehead. 

What did you do then?“ asked Mr. Gar- 
van. 

got right over and up behind him and 
took the gun away,“ said the fireman. Mr. 
Garvan then produced a blue steel Colt au- 
tomatic revolver and the fireman identified it 
and said he subsequently turned it over to 
Policeman Connelly. The gun was marked 
for exhibit. 

Did you hear Thaw say anything?” m- 
quired Mr. Garvan. 

Tes, sir. I did.“ returned the fireman. 
He said He ruined my wife.“ 

Brudi also heard his wite say: Look at 
the fix you are in now,“ but he didn’t hear 
Thaw say anything in reply. 

Heard Only Two Shots. 

On cross examination the fireman sald he 
was about twenty-five feet from White when 
Thaw shot him. He heard only two shots, 
so far as he could remember. He started for 
Thaw at the first shot, but not fast, as he 
didn’t want to cause any panic. He told in 
detail how he seized Thaw: 

I gave him a chance to get out from the 
tables and got right behind him and kept 
walking a few feet and looked at the posi- 
tion. I was going to protect myself, but he 
gave me the gun without any trouble.” 

Q.—Now, is that all you saw him do? A.— 
When I took the gun away from him he was 
looking over his right shoulder—kind of a 
staring look. 

Q.—A staring look? A.—Yes, sir. He didn’t 
come out quick—not as fast as when I first 
<p him. He walked slower after he had

The witness repeated that Thaw said: 
He has ruined my wife.”’ 

Q.—I will ask you, Mr. Officer, if at that 
time his face was pale or flushed? A.—He 
looked like a man that was frightened. 

Q.—I am not asking you that. Was he pale 
or flushed? A.—Pale. 

Q.—And how about his eyes? A.—Looking. 
over his right shoulder like, it appeared to 
me, staring. 
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found in Mr. White's body. 
Mr. Delmas asked to see them and they 
were handed over to the lawyer's table and 
about.

That Ends People’s Case. 

“The people rest,” said Mr. Jerome, having 
accomplished his promised performance of 
putting in the prosecution’e cage at the morn- 
ing session, It then was lacking only a 
quarter of 1 o’clock and adjournment was 
taken until 2. 

As usual the members of the Thaw family 
had their lunch in the little room next to 
the courtroom. Mrs. William Thaw wasn't 
there, having gone home soon after the wit- 
nesses were excluded from the courtroom. 
There was no great crowd fighting to get 
into the courtroom, although it had become 


from 


generally known that the prosecution had 


closed its case and the defense was ready to 
outline its case. 

Just before court reconvened Mrs. Harry 
K. Thaw, all in -blue, hurried through the 
courtroom to see her husband, who been 
brought over from the Tombs. She spoke 
to him for a second and waited in the room 
with the other witnesses for the defense all 
the afternoon. 

The first report was that Lawyer Gleason 
would consume four hours in making the 
opening speech. There were prayers that he 
wouldn’t take that long, but it was said that 
in addition to giving the jury 4 lecture on in- 
sanity and its various causes he intended to 
tell clearly just what the defense would be. 

He made good on the latter part, but when 
he got going on insanity District Attorney 
Jerome in a gentle speech said that Mr. Glea- 
son was taking too much latitude, and Jus- 
tice Fitzgerald agreed with Mr. Jerome. 


Gleason Outlines Defense. 

The result was that Mr. Gleason cut off a 
good slice of that part of his speech. Asa 
result he only talked for an hour and fifteen 
minutes. Right at the start Mr. Gleason an- 
nounced that no attempt would be made to 
pirag the defense into any suggestion of the 
“ unwritten law.“ 

Never before in the history of any capital 
case, said Mr. Gleason, bas the amount 
and the extent of ingenuity been expended 
on theories with reference to the defense of 
this case as here. It is important, therefore, 
gentiemen, at the outset, that your minds 
should be absolutely disabusead of any idea 
Or impression that this defendant here can 
come before you and defend himself against 
this homicide by anything except by the 
aw. 

“The defense, then, gentlemen, rests en- 
tirely updn the constitution and the laws of 
the imperial state of New York. Upon these 
laws we alone rely, and we dismiss entirely 
from our thoughts, and ask you to dismiss 
entirely from your contemplation, that this 
defendant or his lawyers claim the protec- 
tion of any other or higher law than the laws 
of the state of New York.”’ 

What, then, is the defense that will be 
introduced in this case? The defense will 
rely upon all defenses which we may be able 
to prove under the plea of not guilty, upon 
all circumetances tending to show that the 
defendant acted without malice and without 
premeditation and in the belief of self-de- 
fense, induced by the threats of White to 
kilb the defendant. You will consider the 
evidence which will be presented in that re- 
gard. 

„But the greater part of the evidence will 
be to prove to you that the defendant killed 
Stanford White under the delusion that it 
was an act of Providence, that he was the 
agent of Providence to kill Stanford White. 

„ This defendant for three years had been 
suffering from a disease which culminated 
in the killing of Stanford White, and which 
left its effect clearly observable after the 
homicide. When examined after the homi- 
cide he was not aware of his mental condition 
and insisted that he was sane and that the 
act was an act of Providence. 

„Now, gentlemen, he have here the princi- 
pal defense which we shall present to you. 
The defendant killed Stanford White because 
he did not know that the act was wrong. Why 
did he not know the act was wrong? Because, 
gentlemen, he was suffering from a disease 
of the brain which produced that condition 
of mind under the explosive operations of 
which he believed that he had a right to kil 
Stanford White, acting under the influence 
of this insanity. 

What was the cause of this mental con- 
dition of the brain? Hereditary insanity in 
the family, the story of his life, and the acts 
of Stanford White, and the conclusions they 
produced on the mind of the man, under 
which it finally gave way.“ 


Quotes Law on Insanity. 

Mr. Gleason then quoted the law on insan- 
ity. and gave the definitions of murder by 
eminent judges and legal authorities. There 
was a difference, he said, between what {s 
called legal insanity and medical insanity. 
He added: 

“The physicians have an idea that a man 
is something like a glass of water in this 
respect, that when you pour ink into it, just 
as if I should pour some ink into that glass 
of water [there was a glass in front of him]. 
every particle of water would be affected 
and tinged by the dark fluid put into it. 
Therefore, the doctrine of these alienists is 
that if a man is insane he cannot know right 
from wrong; in other words, they go beyond 
the legal definition. 

They say that insanity being a distress 
of the mind and operating in the manner J 
speak of, it is not possible for an insane man 
to know right from wrong, but that his ideas 
of right and wrong are so tinged by his dis- 
ease that he does not know the difference 
between right and wrong in any instance.“ 


Has Clash with Jerome. 

It began to look as if Mr. Gleason was going 
to take up the four hours which he had said 
it would take, and some of the persons in 
the courtroom became a little nervous and 
wanted to leave, but Justice Fitzgerald had 
ordered that there must be absolute quiet. 
Thaw hadn't taken his head out of his hands 
for some time, when Mr. Gleason had a clash 
with Mr. Jerome. 

Mr. Gleason began to illustrate the dif- 
ference between a preponderance of evidence 
and reasonable doubt. He said that the 
prosecution would have to convince the jury 
beyynd a reasonable doubt that Thaw was 
sane at the time he killed White. 

And I will endeavor to make that dis- 
tinction clear and plain to you,” said Mr. 
Gleason. For, gentlemen, If your lives were 


in the balance this is the test you would have 


to apply. I presume that you have all read 
more or less the works of Robert Louis Ste- 
venson, and you have read of that mys- 
terlous organization which is called ‘ The 
Suicides’ club.’ 1 will invite you therefore to 
go with me to the portals of that building 
and go with me into the presence of the presi- 
dent of that club. You are standing before 
him. You are——” 

Mr. Jerome was on his feet. In a mild 
voice he said, “ Pardon me, your honor, I am 
always loath to interrupt coynsel if by the 
most extreme construction a the law he is 
within his rights. Counsel, it occurs to me, is 
going beyond the province of an opening 
statement to the jury. He is laying down

‘Meets Evelyn Nesbit. 

“ The young man met Evelyn Nesbit in 1901. 
He saw her from time to time and fell in love 
with her. Gentlemen, he loved that young 
woman with an honorable love as any one 
in this courtroom has loved a woman whom 
he would choose to be his wife. He went to 
the mother of this girl in March, 1908, and 
told her that he wished to marry her daugh- 
ter if he could gain her effections. 

The daughter had a severe operation and 
was confined to a sanitarium in the Spring of 
1908, and her condition on recovering from 
the operation. was preearious. It was ar- 
ranged, between Thaw and the mother that 
the mother should take the daughter to 
Europe for the purpose of regaining her 
health, and that Thaw might accompany 
them, and he did accompany them in the posi- 
tion of an open and allowed suitor for the 
hand of her daughter. 

In London he took Miss Nesbit to visit his 
own sister, the countess of Yermouth, who 
wae then residing there and who is now here 
in this court.

Evelyn Nesbit’s Secret. 

The manner in which Mr. Gleason made 
this statement indicated to everybody that 
the story of Thaw's wife will be something 
that has never been even hinted at before. 
Mr. Gleason said: 

“I will not attempt tg state the details of the 
facts which will be put before the jury, but 
J @ understand that it is highly proper, and 
I think the court will agree with me that I 
call your attention to the principles of law 
which will finally govern your decision. 

s to the details of the evidence I do not 
think that I should go into them, and there- 
fore I will say to you that the reasons for 
this girl refusing to consent to a marriage 
she will tell you. Suffice it to say that those 
reasons were connected with an occurrence 
in the Mfe of that girl with reference to 
Stanford White.” 

Mr. Gleason paused to watch the effect of 
that statement. Then he went on slowly: 

Harry Thaw did not accept the refusal 
of this girl as final. He persisted in his in- 
sistence that she should marry: him, until 
finally, with the full consent of. the- mother 
and the family, he was married to the girl 
on April 4, 1905. Therefore, gentlemen, our 
position is that from the time of the telling 
of this story by Evelyn Nesbit to Harry 
Thaw the character and condition of Harry 
Thaw were changed, and his mind com- 
menced to take on an idea with reference to 
Stanford White that around which, in the 
course of the following three years, were 
involved many ideas of a delusionary effect, 
and finally culminated in the final idea of 
imperious force that it was right to kill 
Stanford White and not wrong. 

Taking up the next phase of the case Mr. 
Gleason showed plainly that Thaw will go 
on the stand. Referring to the subject of in- 
sanity he said: 

I will call your attention to the fact thag 
the position of the defense is that the de- 
fendant, Harry K. Thaw, for a number of 
years had been under the idea or delusion 
that his life was in danger in New York, and 
that under the influence of that idea, while 
in the city he carried a revolver since Jan. 1, 
1904. He did not carry or wear an overcoat 
to conceal that revolver or to hide it in public 
places, but he wore the overcoat because of 
the doctor’s previous request and sugges- 
tion that he should wear it when he went out 
to protect himself from the weather. 

With reference to the killing of Stanford 
White. The tables on the roof garden that 
night were placed pretty close together, that 
is to gay, there were a number of tables. 
Looking round he saw that there was no open 
space between them, and we will show that 
the defendant, walking out of the place, got 
beyond the tables, and, looking around, he 
saw White glowering at him, and under the 
influence which we will describe to you in the 
evidence, and which our physicians will be 
examined about and will explain to you, he 
acted under the delusion that it was an act 
of providence under the circumstances to 
which, in his mind, he had been brought to 
kill Stanford White. 


“An Act of Providence.“ 


And, acting under the belief that it was 
an act of providence for him to kill Stanford 
White, and that his act was right and not 
wrong. he turned and went coolly down, as 
a gentleman might walk down to speak to a 
friend, and shot that man. He did not have 
any idea of evading any consequences for 
his act; he did not regard the act as wrong, 
but he regarded himself as an agent of provi- 
dence to carry out this act. 

He held up his hand with the pistol in it 
plainly, as a gentleman being taken into cus- 
tody, acting entirely and directly under the 
domination of an insane impulse, the com- 
paision being that the killing of Stanford 
White was an act of providence, and not 
wrong. 

Gentlemen, I say to you that we will 
show to you the reason why this man was 
killed. We will show you the evidence that 
made him do so; the evidence that over- 
turned his mind and led to this calamity; 
the evidence of this disorder in his mind, 
both before and immediately after the homi- 
cide. And, gentlemen, we say that upon that 
evidence it will be impossible for you, upon 
your oaths, to say that this man, at the time 
he shot Stanford White, was sane beyond a 
reasonable doubt.” 


Gleason Ends Suddenly. 


Mr. Gleason wound up his speech with such 
a suddenness that everybody was surprised. 
It at once became apparent that the defense 
will attempt to produce a lot of testimony 
bearing on acts which Thaw has committed

REGENERATIONIST LOSES IN LAND 
OWNERS’ ELECTIONS. 


Goes Down to Defeat with Leader of 
Reform Party—Returns Coming In 
Slowly from Peasante’ Balloting 
Owing te Inexperience of Officials 
—Agitators Found to Be Slightly in 
Minority—St. Petersburg Result 
Not Yet Is Ascertainable. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Feb. (Count Hey- 
den, leader of the party of peaceful regenera- 
tion, and Prof. Kovalevsky, leader of the 
democratic reform party, were defeated to- 
day for re@lection to parliament in the elec- 
tions of the lAnd- owners of Pakoff and Khar- 
kov provinces respectively. The count was 
defeated by a radical and the professor was 
beaten by a member of the Octoberist party. 

M. Annikin, the group of toll leader in the 
last parliament, who was elected in the first 
stage of the balloting in Saratov province, 
was disqualified by administrative order. 


Peasant Election Returns Slow. 
The results of the second stage of the peas- 
ant elections are arriving with tantalizing 


siowness, owing te the inexperience of the. 


officials engaged in handling the returns. 
The composition of the peasant delegations 
to the provincial colleges has been definitely 
established in only four provinces. 

In the provinces of Astrakhan and Yeka- 
tarinoslav the majority of the delegates elect- 
ed belong to the opposition parties, and in 
the provinces of Kaluga and Orel the major- 
ity ls composed of conservatives. 


Agitators in Slight Minority. 

Up to a late hour tonight the returns 
snowed the election of only 688 peasant dele- 
gates to the electoral colleges from thirty 
provinces out of a total of 1,484. Of these 
824 were constitutional democrats, sociaiists, 
revolutionists, or other opponents of the gov- 
ernment, and 306 were conservatists. The 
party affiliation of fifty-eight delegates was 
not lared. 

The returns for St. Petersburg are even 
more incomplete. Out of 200 delegates there 
are 102 constitutional démocrats, 48 radicals, 
10 conservatists, and 18 octoberists, with the 


rest undefined. .

SENATOR HEYBURN CRITICISES 
FOREST RESERVE PROGRAM. 


Idaho Member Asserts That Entire 
System of Reserves as Now Oper- 
ated Is Vicious and Productive of 
Graft on Part of So-Called Defend- 
ers of Govérnment—Says Largest 
Land Grabber on Record Is Vice 
President of Association. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 4.—Continuing his 
speech today in the senate in criticism of the 
administration of the public land laws, Sen- 
ator Heyburn said there was no necessity for 
and no Mkelihood that congress would loan 
the forestry bureau $65,000,000, as asked by 
the president. 

He said the last report of the bureau 
showed $273,000 to the credit of this bureau, 
“and yet the proposition is to pawn the 
forests of the government to the government 
for $5,000,000, These gentlemen seem to 
—— these forests as their own private enter- 
prise.“ 

Mr. Heyburn said the government had gone 
into his home county in Idaho and taken 80 
per cent of the county as a forest reserve. 
The county previously had made public im- 
provements, but these had all been lost to the 
county and acquired by the government. 


Would Destroy Whole System. 


Senator Depew asked if the senator’s con- 
tention would destroy the whole system of 
forest reserves. 5 

The system of forest reserves as now op- 
erated,”’ nded Mr. Heyburn, “is 80 
vicious that anything that would destroy it 
would be welcome.“ 

Mr. Depew asked if it was not true that 
combinations of eastern capital had gone 
into the west and grabbed up large timber 
holdings. 

“The largest land grabber is one of the 
vice presidents of the National Forést Re- 
serve Association of the United States,“ an- 
swered Mr. Hey burn. He Owns more land 
the title to Which was legally obtained than 
any other man or all other men in the United 
States, and he ie one of the vice presidents 
of the forestry association, the president of 
which is our worthy secretary of agriculture 

I read yesterday that this vice president 
of the forestry association is going to bulld 
in the neighboring county to which I uve 
the largest mill in the world, for the purpose 
of working up these vast areas ot timber that 
have been wrongfully obtained in the state 
of Idaho.“ 


Offender Not Idaho Man. 

Is this distinguished vice president a resi- 
dent of Idaho?“ asked Mr. Perkins. 

“No, He 1 a resident of Wisconsin or 
Michigan, Idaho has not arisen to the dig- 
nity that would induce those gentlemen of 
extreme wealth to make their home in it.“ 

Were not these lands acquired by the 
vice president spoken of before the reserves 
were created? asked Mr. Smoot. 

No. A number of them were acquired 
while we sat here in the yain supposition 
that we were heading off these land grabs, 
while in another branch of the government 
contracita were being rushed through with 
all speed that the ink might be dry on them 
before we passed the act which shut out the 
exchange of lands, answered Mr. Heyburn. 

One of the greatest points for criticism,

Rights of Jap Children, - 

“As the state department conceded from 
the first that denial by San Francisco to 
Japanese children of the right to enter the 
public schools when it was granted to other 
aliens was in violation of our treaty, the 
question of the proper interpretation of that 
treaty has not even been discussed between 
us. We merely presented to the state de- 
partment certain facts in regard to the con- 
dition of affairs at Ban Francisco, of which 
until then the federal government was ig- 
norant. It has conceded the justice of our 
position, and thus, 80 far as our relations 
with the United States are concerned, there 
is no subject of discussion between us so long 
as we are convinced that an attempt is being 
made to correct the evil of which we com- 
plained.” 

Japan Reads Bryce’s Book. 

People who think that the Japanese are 
not fully aware of the intricacies of the 
American system of government would be 
entertained to hear the counselor of the Jap- 
anese embassy explain with a smile that the 
best description he has ever read of the 
American government and of its constitution 
Was not written by an American at all, but 
by an Englishman, Mr. Bryce, who is now 
coming here as the British ambassador. 

We as Japanese,” he said, are not at 
all concerned as to whether the federal ex- 
ecutive, or congress, or California has the 
right to regulate the local schools. That is 
a domestic question with which we are not 
concerning ourselves. If the treaty is vio- 
lated it makes no difference to us who vio- 
lates it or how it id violated. California is 
an important part of the United States and 
our duty ie done when we present to the state 
department the fact that Japanese children 
are discriminated against in schools located 
in the United States. 


Japan Ignores California. 

Wee leave the matter right there, because 
we deal only with the federal government, 
and, of course, have no relations With con- 
grease or the states. We are not interested 
in the question of states rights, nor does 
it concern us to know whether the federal 
government can enforce @ treaty as against 
the rights of the states. These are all domes- 
tic questions, which do not in any way con- 
dern our relations with the United States. 

The constitution of the United States is 
an admirable document, a splendid guide of 
government, but it is for domestic use and 
does not in any way concern. foreign coun- 
tries. Whether it does or does not prevent 
the federal goverment from executing its 
treaty obligations is a matter into which we 
cannot inquire, If, after we have made com- 
piaint, it should develop that Japanese citi- 
sens cannot be protected in the United 
states it might be time for us to get out, 
without considering what particular domes- 
tie reason there was for failure to observe 
obligations of the treaty.” 


As to Jap Exclusion. 

“Then in the negotiations under way for 
reciprocal exclusion by Japan and America, 
it will have to be by statute ?"” 

“That is a matter I cannot speak of,” 
sala Mr. Miyaoka, quickly. “ You know, in 
diplomacy, We never speak of anything in the 


future.” 

* Of course int I meant merely as a matter 
of theory. 

“ Theoretically, if there were to be a recip- 
rocal exclusion of certain classes of laborers 
or others, I presume it would have to be done 
by statute law in both countries, although a 


treaty would recognize the right to make the 


law without offense. Japanese citizens are 
free to come and go where they will. We are 
not In @ position to say that our people shall 
not go in any particular direction, or shall go 
in another direction. 

“I presume here in the United States you 
could not make a law that certain classes of 
laboring men should not be permitted to 
leave the United States for Japan. You could, 
however, pass a law that certain classes of 
Japanese laboring men or others should not 
be admitted into the United States and that 
certain other classes should be permitted. We 
could do the same thing as against your cit- 
mens. 

Seeks Refuge in Diplomacy. 

I suggested to Mr. Miyaoka that the Japa- 
nese government already had forbidden emi- 
gration of its citizens direct to the United 
States and that it might go further and for- 
bid their transportation to Hawall. 

“That embargo on emigration to the 
United States direct,“ said the embassy 
counselor, whose English is as fluent as his 
diplomacy. is logical, “may be questioned 
any day. It is really a police regulation, 
which can be evaded, and which can be nul- 
Uned by the local police if they so desire. 

„Most people in America have a totally 
wrong idea of the Japanese system of gov- 
ernment. It is by no means patriarchal. 
That is to say, it is not a government of 
the patriarchs of the country. Our people 
are essentially democratic. The government 
Goes not attempt to regulate the personality 
of men or to interfere with their individual 
concerns. The humblest Japanese would re- 
sent such an attempt at once. Our people 
are deeply imbued with patriotism. The 
emperor is the embodiment of the patriotism 
of the country. The government is paternal 
only as the German government is paternal, 
to the extent that it is seeking to benefit 
the people by introducing new ideas in agri- 
culture, industry, and the arts.“

ville and Indianapolis having been added to 
the system. In 1886 he became general 
traffic manager of a combination of lines, 
comprising the Evansville and Terre Haute, 
Evansville and Indianapolis, and the Peoria, 
Decatur and Springfield roads. In 1890 he 
was placed in charge of the traffic of the 
Chicago and Wastern Illinois and two years 
later was added the Louisville, Evansville and 
St. Louis, making a system of 1,934 miles. 


Goes to Lake Shore. 


It was during this time that Capt. Gram- 
‘mer developed his ability as a traffic official 
and attracted the attention of President Cald- 
well of the Lake Shore, who in 1804 induced 
him to take charge of the traffic department 
of that line, and it was in the capacity of gen- 
eral freight agent of the Lake Shore that he 
showed himself to be one of the most far 
sighted traffic directors in the railroad world, 
and with the consolidation of the Vanderbilt 
lines west of Buffalo was made vice presi- 
dent in charge of freight traffic. 

On Dec. 1, 1906, his jurisdiction was ex- 
tended to include all the lines of the Vander- 
bilt interest from Chicago to the east, which 
position he held at the time of his death. 
Capt. Grammer was one of the unique fig- 
ures in the railroad world, besides being eas- 
ily the foremost traffic director in the coun- 
try. He was an advocate of the protection of 
American industries, and favored the aboli- 
tion of all import rates that would allow the 
European manufacturer to compete with the 
American because of lower freight rates, and 
he convinced his competitors that he was 
right,. and all such rates were withdrawn. 
He favored the young man in the rafltoad 
service, arguing there was always room 
for youthful energy.

Evidence at Bankruptcy Hearing 
of Furniture Dealer Opens 
New Mysteries. 


“The first seasion of the bankruptcy pro- 


ceedings againet W. R. Wiebdoldt, the miss- 
ing Lake Wiew merchant, brought out a 
number of important lines of evidence bear- 
ing on the mysterious fire in the Wieboldt 
store, 1802 Belmont avenue, and the disap- 
pearance of the merchant and his daughter, 
Martha. 

The evidence was especially damaging to 
the daughter. The recital of her actions 
prior to the time the fire broke out, as told 
by a woman friend, tended strongly to place 
the suspicion of arson on her. The effort to 
compel E. P. Lamgworthy, attorney for the 
miseing pair, to tell what he knows as to 
the whereabouts of Wieboldt and his daugh- 
ter, Martha, was futile. 


Inquiry Seeks Missing Pair. 
The question of finances seemed secondary 
to the endeavor to extract from the wit- 
nesees evidence as to the activities of the man 
and his daughter. Fire Attorney. Frank J. 
Hogan and Capt. Kane of the Sheffield ave- 
nue police station were present. ‘The in- 
quiry was conducted by Attorney James Ro- 
senthal, assisted by Francis J. Houlihan. 

The indebtedness of Wieboldt to his rela- 
tives, as shown by the evidence, exceeded 
the receiver's estimate. A few of the credi- 
tors were on the stand yesterday. They 
were: 

W. A. Wiebokit, nephew of the absent merchant, 
031 Milwaukee avenue, claims Wieboldt owes him 
$12,000. 

E. Callerman, nephew, 2443 Wabash avenue, 
claime to have loaned Wieboldt $9,800. 

Dr. John Sprikel claims Wiebolit owes him $7,400. 


Woman Tells of Fire. 

Mra John Sprikel, a friend of Mise Martha 
Wieboldt, stated that M a had told her 
she intended going to Europe in May. She 
sald Mme. Gerardin, 1128 North Halsted 
street, is the dressmaker for whom thé po- 
lice have been searching, and that when 
Martha disappeared the dresemaker had a 
number of costly dresses in course of making 
for her. Mrs. Sprikel said she was at the 
Wieboldt place the evening the fire broke out. 

We were just sitting down to tea when 
Martha left the company for about ten min- 
utes, she said. When she returned from 
downstairs I wag surprised to see her hands 
covered with soot, and she appeared excited. 
About five minutes later some men at the 


door cried fire and kicked in the glass. Be- 


fore I returned upstairs to tell Martha the 
Are had been put out she had disappeared. 
I waited until 11 o’clock for her return, but 
she didn’t come back.“

Charles Stein, 2448 Wabash avenue, 
brother-in-law of the missing merchant, said 
Monday noon his wife received a letter from 
Wieboldt and his daughter, part written in 
German and part in English, telling of their 
intentions to commit suicide. He said he 
believed the father killed himself.

ing health measures outside the jurisdiction 
of local authorities, deci that there 
should be established. a national health 
bureau the head of which should be a mem.

No action resulted from the meeting, and an 
adjournment was taken to Thursday after- 
noon when the subcommittee of three alder 
men and three advisory physicians will have 
prepared its report to the major body. 

“TI believe that one of the prime causes of 
this epidemic,” aeserted Dr: Webster, “is 
a common lack of the elementary principles 
of citizenship, shared in by the farmer who 
produces the milk, the shipper who sends 
it to Chicago, and the man in whose home 
the scarlet fever develops, Each of them 
believes that he can take a chance and not 
be caught. 

, Sees Only One Solution. 

„ Admitting this to be the case, there can 
be no method of meeting such conditions 
until there is a national department of health, 
authorized to deal especially with all ques- 
tions of interstate commerce that have a 
bearing upon the public health—the exposure 
of food, milk, and other articles to contagion, 
for instance. 

** Lacking such a federal authority, all the 
city’ officials can do when there is reason for 
believing that infection is being sent in by 
another state is to shut o@ the product, a pro- 
ceeding jwarranted whencontagious diseases 
exist at the source of supply. 

There is no question, ‘continued Dr. 
Webster, that a city of this size ought to 
have a commiasioner on a salary basis of 
$8,000 or $10,000 a year, supreme in office, un- 
affected by. political partisanship, and re- 
sponsible.for every one of his men. And his 
farce of assistants should not be limited.“ 

Other suggestions he made were for the 
licensing of every milk producer and dealer, 
and the passing of laws requiring, in addition 
to the present demand of a fixed proportion 
of butter fat, a maximum of bacteria. 


Indorses Local Department. 

Are you ecquainted with the steps taken 
to fight the epidemic?’ inquired Aki. Hoff- 
man, chairman of the committee, as he closed 
his remarks.

CONGO AND THE UNITED STATES. 
The Congo Free State has been pic- 
tured to American readers as the darkest, 
bloodiest part of Africa. It is comforting 
to be assured by Prof. Starr that most of 
the atrocities reported from the Congo, so 
far as there is any truth in the report, 
belong to a comparatively remote period, 
and may be ascribed in large part to an 
irrepressible recradescence of . savagery 
among the native troops. If conditions 
are not ideal in the Congo forests, at any 
rate the natives are better off thin in the 
period of constant cruel intertribal wars. 
It is not so comforting to be told that 
the worst truths about the Congo may be 
paralleled by instances from the German, 
French, Portuguese, of British posses- 
sions in Africa.. This means not only that 
the sum of misery in the dark continent is

It is undoubtedly true that Great Brit- 
ain would be the largest gainer if the sep- 
arate existence of the Congo Free State 
were ended. At least two other nations 
would gain increase of territory by the 
partition of the Congo. Our information 
in this country largely comes 
English channels. Dven if there is no 
conscious effort to mislead American opin- 
fon it would be natural for the views of 
correspondents to be colored by the me- 
dium. of the national sentiment through 
which they pass. In any case, the arti- 
cles which have appeared from, time to 
time in American periodicals come at sec- 
ond of third hand, and. whatever the mo- 
tive with which they have been prepared, 
they are inferior in weight of evidence 0 
the words of a man who has spent a year 
at hig own expense investigating the life 
of the natives and winning their confi- 
dence in a way to get ht the truth as far 
as‘it ever can be obtained from a member 
of an alien and inferior race. 

It may do no harm for the United 
States to be a party to a conference of na- 
tions to discuss the Congo question if all 
the nations of Burope join. But there 
seems to be no occasion for precipitate 
action, much less for standing out as a 
partisan of Great Britain in the matter. 
This country has race troubles enough of 
its own without volunteering to settle 
those of other countries. 


LEGISLATIVE REFERENCE BUREAU. 

The American system of mutable leg- 
islatures where frequent elections lead to 
changes in the personnel of the member- 
ship has approved itself to the average 
citizen after more than a century of trial. 
But it has some distinct disadvantages, 
no one of which is greater than that 
which; attends the lack of knowledge of 
how to do things on the part of the new 
member. It is probable that the major- 
ity of people who are chosen to represent 
a constituency are quite anxious to con- 
nect their names with some measure of 
public policy which will give them place 
in the history of state or nation. The 
desire to introduce bills is a perfectly nat- 
ural one. 

As a matte: of fact, however, there is 
much ignorance of details of procedure. 
Many legislators do not have an ac- 
duaintance with the constitution of the 
state for which they are expected to make 
laws. The constitution of the United 
States is often an unknown document. 
The revised statutes, likewise, may be as 
unintelligible as the sacred books of the 
east. As a result hundreds of measures 
are introduced for consideration which 
take no note of existing laws or are clear- 
ly unconstitutional in form or in content. 

Some states long ago tried the plan of 
a council of revision which had veto 
power and used it in the examination of 
the measures passed during a legislative 
session. Much litigation aud annoyance 
were thus avoided. Others had a council

DRYDEN’S DEFEAT. 


For more than hatt a century it bas 


been said, contemptuously or jocosely, of 
the state of New Jersey that it was prac- 
tically owned by one or another great cor- 
poration. Sometimes the Camden and 
Amboy railroad was the boss and some- 
times the Pennsylvania company. It has 
been the popular belief—~and many things’ 
have happened to justify it—that the cor- 
porations could do about as they pleased 
with New Jersey. Corporate control w 
so complete that the state could almost/ 
invariably be depended on to elect sen- 
ators who were loyal to corporate inter- 
ests. 

The legislature has refused to re@lect a 
senator who is himself at the head of a 
great corporation and who had the hearty 
support of “ aggregated wealth.” That is 
indeed a new departure. Senator Dry- 
den, recognizing the impossibility of get- 
ting the needed number of votes, has given 


up the fight. His successor may be a man 
Sprung from Urgel, which is in the Spanish 


amenable to corporate control, but he will 
not be so conspicuous a representative of 
corporations as Senator Dryden. 

The defeat of the senator has been 
largely the work of one man—State Sen- 
ator Colby. When he began the fight it 
almost seemed as if Dryden were invul- 
nerable. He had the support of a net- 
work of corporations which cover the 
state. He ran the “machine.” About all 
the practical politicians were with him. 
His only weak point was the absence of 
the statesmanlike qualities which some- 
times induce the people of a state to tol- 
erate a senator Whose course in many re- 
spects may displease them. Senator, Dry- 
den is a splendid business man and that 
is all. , 

What one courageous, persistent, and 
able man has Sioa New Jersey surely 
can be done in almost any other state 
which has a senator who is always for 
thé corporations and seldom, if ever, for 
the people. All that is needed is the 
man to begin and lead the fight. The 
people will follow him when convinced 
that he is in earnest. 


A REAL ESTATE JOB. 

The Illinois representatives who t- 
tacked the river and harbor bill because 
it does net recognize the Chicago-8S-. 
Louis waterway project made a palpable 
hit when they invited attention to the 
$1,200,000 appropriation for a Cape May 
real estate deal carried by the bill. The 
money, if it can be wheedled out of the 
government, will be used to make a har 
ber of refuge at Cold Springs inlet. No 
commerce will seek the harbor, but it will 
be of service to pleasuré boats. Specula- 
tive capitalists and real estate owners 
who wish to crcate a new pleasure resort 
will be benefited. So will the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad, which has a line that 
would carry many excursionists to the re- 
sort. 

It is not known how the committee on 
rivers and harbors was persuaded to 
recommend a scheme of this-kind. The 
Philadelphians who failed to get an ap- 
propriation to provide a thirty-five foot 
channel in the Delaware river, which 
would be of commercial value, naturally 
are indignant at this proposed waste of 
money. So, too, are members from the 
‘valley of the upper Mississippi, who have 
‘a well founded belief that the improve- 
ment of that river is of more moment 
than the building up of a watering place 
at government expense. 

The committee’s bill carries $83,000,- 
000, being the largest of the kind ever 
presented to congress. Chairman Barton 
says it is the best bill ever submitted. 
The Illinois members question that, for t 
fails to recognize the fourteen foot water 
way which they think would be of far 
greater value than any of the new meas- 
ures recommended. They may be unable 
to get the appropriation they want, but it 
ought to be possible for them to have the 
Cold Springs inlet appropriation cut out 
of the bill. They can be of service to the 
country by killing all jobs of that kind.

Much disconcerted by this refushl, the 
count bethought himself that his family ha 


province of Catalonia, and on the strength of 
this, applied te King Alfonso of Spain, and 
obtained from him a recognition of his 
papal title of duke in Spain. 
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The duke, who has taken an active part 
in championing the cause of the church in 
its troubles with the French government, 
and who is an extrémely clever and graceful 
writer, includes among the members of his 
family, St. Francis of Sales, founder of the 
Order of the Visitation. The duke is about 
50 years of age, has a fine chateau at Clav- 
leres, in the Cantal, and a stately mansion in 
the Faubourg St. Germain at Paris, is 
married to a daughter of the ancient 
house of De Forceville, and has three 
sons, the eldest of whom, Count 
Marc de La Salle, now 24 years of age, is giv- 
ing him so much trouble in connection with 
his marriage to a young girl of the name of 
Marika Karusos at Athens. The young 
count married the girl in the Greek capital, 
according to the rites of the Greek and of 
the Roman Catholic churches, but without 
the consent of his parents. This neglect, of 
course, was sufficient to invalidate the union 
in the eyes of French law, and no mention 
thereof will be found in the Almanach de 
Gotha. But the ceremony of marriage con- 
tracted at Athens is, nevertheless, binding 
in the eyes of the Roman Catholic church, 
and it is owing to this that the duke is en- 
fecavoring to seek from the vatican a decree 
of annulment of the marriage, putting for- 
ward the plea that his son did not possess 
his entire reason when he was inveigied into 
the marriage, and that he ig still mentally 
unbalanced. . 

The count, after his marriage, was fool 
enough to visit France with his bride, and, 
shortly after his arrival there, mysteriously 
vanished, the bride being left to make her 
way back to her people at Athens as best 
she could. Her husband has been concealed 
ewer since In a private lunatic asylum, and, if 
2 physicians furnish affidavits that 
the young count is really dement 
no doubt that the duke will succeed 
securing from the vatican the ecclesiastical 
annulment of the boy’s marriage. So far as 
is known, there is nothing particularly wrong 
about the bride, excepting that she is of 
humble birth, that her father is an Athens 
shopkeeper, that she has no money, and 
that she belongs to the orthodox instead of 
to the Roman Catholic church.

Inasmuch as there is a good deal of con- 
fusion as to the identity of the Miss Adeline 
Lister Kaye who has arrived in this country 
from England with the duke of Newcastle, it 
may be explained that she is his niece, and 
also the niece of Sir John and Lady Lister 
Kaye, Lady Lister Kaye being a sister of 
Consuelo, duchess of Manchester, and a 
daughter of old Mrs. Antonio Yenaga of 
Ravenswood, La., and of New York. The 
duke's favorite sister, Lady Beatrice Pelham 
Clinton, married Cecil Lister Kaye, who is 
heir apparent to the baronetcy and estates 
of his childless brother, Sir John. Lady 
Beatrice has several children, one of whom, 
Lois by name, was married about a year ago. 
They have many relatives here in America, 
for Sir John r Kaye is by no means the 
only member of mily who is married 
to an American, among others, having been 
Capt. Aleck Lister Kaye of the royal navy, 
who married a Miss Sarah Grange of Mee- 
way, Pa. 

Lady Beatrice Lister Kaye, that is to say, 
the mother of the young girl who is now here 
with the duke of Newcastle, attracted a con- 
siderable amount of attention on both sides 
of the Atlantic some years ago by her strenu- 
ous opposition to the proposal of her younger 
brother, Lord Francis Hope, to sell the cefe- 
brated Hope blue diamond. At that time Lord 
Francis, married to May Yohe, was in ter- 
ribly straitened circumst@nces, and there 
seemed to be but little prospect of his ever 
leaving any children. According to the will 
of Lady Beatrice’s grandmother, old Mra. 
Hope, her own boy, Kenelm Lister Kaye, was 
next in the line of succession to the entailed 
property of Lord Francis, the entailed prop- 
erty including the Hope blue diamond, one of 
the most famous stones in the world, and the 
Hope estates, which comprise Deepdene, in 
Sussex, now occupied by the American 
widow of Lord William Beresford, and the 
late duke of Marlborough, and also Castle 
Blaney in Ireland. Failing the sons of Lady 
Beatrice Lister Kaye, the Hope estates would 
have gone to the son of her sister, Princess 
Doria, of Rome. Inasmuch, however, as 
Lord Francis has managed to divorce May 
Yohe, and has married at Melbourne a Miss 
Olive Thompson, who has presented him with 
a son and heir, the interest of Lady Beatrice 
Kaye's sons in the Hope property has become 
‘more remote. : 

Castle Blaney, now the home of Lord 
Francis, and of his Australian wife, is an ex- 
tremely beautiful place, the mansion bullt in 
the Italian style, occupying a picturesque 
site on the shores of Muckno lough, a sheet of 
water covering an area of about 1,000 acres, 
studded with several well wooded islands. 
Much of the statuary in the terrace gardens 
occupied similar positions in the gardens of 
the Tuileries during the reign of Napoleon 
III., and were purchased by old Mrs. Hope 
after the fall of the empire. The place owes 
its name to Sir Edward Blayney, governor 
of County Monaghan, in which it ts situated, 
and who received extensive estates in the 
district, on the condition that he would erect 
@ stronghold, between Newry and Monaghan, 
as a protection for the inland trade supply. 
Sir Edward Blayney's descendants blossomed 
forth into Lords Blayney, and the peerage 
only became extinct shortly after the Franco- 
German war of 1870, when the estates passed 
into the possession of old Hope, grand- 
mother of the duke of Newcastle, and of 
Lord Francis Hope. It is difficult to con- 
ceive a more ideal place, or a more beautiful 
country seat than Castle Blaney, which 
might have been the home of May Yohe, had 
she chosen to take advantage of the efforts of

There area 
coupte of original toliiches—the changing on 
the stage of the old maidish Patience into a 
fashionably dressed butterfly and the play- 
ing of the entire last act through a window— 
which lend freshness to the first and the 
fourth acts, and the coming and going of the 
characters in the act of the ballroom—the 
third—ig accomplished with unusual skill. 
The dialogue is crisp and sparkling, yet not 
too much so to be natural. There are a 
goodly number of the catty lines society 
women are supposed to be fond of uttering, 
and the blending of the earnest, the playful, 
and the amusing is both fine and effective. 
All in all, à play which is distinctly above the 
Average the best medium Misa George has 
had for the proving of her powers. 

The performance calls for only sincere 
praise. The management has been wise 
enough to bring the company virtually in- 
tact from New York, and the result Is a rep- 
resentation in which every part is well taken. 
And certain of the scenes require just such 
finished treatment if disaster is to be avoided. 
The third act, with the variops society folk 
appearing and disappearing, has to be played 
as faultiessly as it was last night if it is to 
impress ag true to life and be Gramatically 
effective. There are parts for two leading 
men in the play, and the roles of Watling, 
of Patience, and of Mrs, Watling must be 
intrusted t ocapable players if the perform- 
ance is to satiafy.

Miss George has in Olivia as grateful a part 
as she yet has assumed. It is far from an 
easy one, for it combines society butterfly 
superficiality and insincerity with high 
minded womanliness and true emotional se- 
riousness. The lightness must be delicately 
and yet firmly assumed and the earnestness 
must not be permitted to pass the line that 
bounds the socially correct, and yet it must 
ring true. Miss George grows steadily in her 
art. She gains from year to year in genuine- 
ness and in individuality, and she is develop- 
ing an ever greater mastery of the technic of 
her work, She does things now positively and 
effectively and yet with the semblance of ab- 
solute ease. Her voice, which alwaye has 
been one of her most precious possessions, 
has acquired finer flexibility and more dell 
cate, modulatory power. Tears seem never 
far away when she speaks and yet there is 
nothing of a whine in the voice. There is a 
plaintive quality, however, that is strong in 
appeal, and when the te are about to be 
shed the Voice reaches the heart of the Hsten- 
er. Miss George has also the happy gift of 
suggesting womanly sincerity, even though 
she be indulging in society chatter and even 
cynical utterance. 

The first act of “ Clothes” gains greatly 
just through her ability to make the onlook- 
er feel that Olivia is facing a perplexing and 
irritating problem, even though she assume 
all the gayety and carelessness that belong 
to the frothy life about hef. All the lighter 
scenes in this and the succeeding acts are 
charmingly played, and the emotional mo- 
ments in the second and third acts are 
handled quietly but with a surety and firm- 
ness that make them convincing. Olivia is 
by far the best chance Miss George has had 
and she rises to it excellently.

Springfield, III., Feb. 4-—[Special.]—Gov. 
Deneen’s anti-pass bill has been drawn by 
Attorney W. H. Boys, chairman of the rail- 
road and wgrehouse committee, and the only 
exemptions it makes from the prohibition 
against railroad passes is in favor of three 
members of the committee itself. 

It is the federal anti-pass act, with an 
amendment eliminating from its operation 
such state officials as by law in [Illinois are 
entitled to passes. These state officials are 
three members of the railroad board. 

In other respects the law follows the fed- 
eral enactment. A penalty of a $2,000 fine is 
imposed for violation, and rallroad employés 
testifying in suite brought on account are 
made exempt from prosecution. The fine as 
sessed is made a civil debt. 

—

Mr. Boys has only a rough draft of law 
at present. It is expected to be completed 
tomorrow along with other railroad bills 
which the commission’ will prepare for the 

Svernor. The commission itself is in a 

htly embarrassing predicament. It is 
scheduled to hold a meeting tomorrow, but 
only one of its members has legal standing, 
‘and there is a question about his position.

Shorts appeared to be 
less disturbed and bulls seemed content to 
feel their —— more cautiously. Trade, as 
a whole, was only — active, the 
volume of tside business being compara- 
tively small. Prices moved within a range 
ne S registering net declines

for September. 8 N 

The coarser grains were little affected by 
the weakness in wheat, ruling firm the great- 
er part of the session and closing higher. 
Provisions went sharply higher early, but 
full gains were shaded in the later operations. 
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Wheat Firm at Start. 

The wheat market was fairly firm at the 
start, but it was a matter of only a few min- 
utes before values began to ease off under 
increasing weight. From 78%c the May was 
driven down to 77%c, around which price 
buying orders were plentiful and offerings 
light. Local speculators and northwestern- 
ers unloaded heavily, the best support com- 
ing’ from commission houses on resting or- 
ders. Short selling was important in the 
aggregate. Liverpool disappointed the bulls 
by not responding to the sharp rise here on 
Saturday, that market closing 4@%d lower 
after being about unchanged. World's ship- 
ments of wheat last week were unexpected! 
large at 9,136,000 bu, 784,000 bu in excess o 
those of the previous week but 8,312,000 bu 
less than those of the corresponding period 
last year. Bears laid stress on the increase 
of 1,808,000 bu in the supplies on ocean pas- 
sage. Weather in the united kingdom and in 
France was cold, but the effects of it were 
offset by the larger exports from Russia and 
the Danube. 


Visible Shows an Increase. 


Instead of an expected decrease, the visible 
supply statement showed an increase of 
126,000 bu, compared to a lose of 467,000 bu 
the similar time last year. Although some 
sections expressed apprehension over con- 
ditions gurrounding the winter whet crop 
the general situation was said to be more 
favorable to the protection and progress of 
the plant. Southwestern sections reported 
that snows had preceded the drop in tempera- 
ture, but the map did not show much of the 
“beautiful” in some parts. Predictions 
were for snow and rising temperature, and 
they went far toward mellowing the appre- 
hensionm of the shorts. The northwest con- 
tinued cold, with the difficulty of moving the 
grain quite as marked as heretofore.. The 
day’s receipts at Duluth and Minneapolis 
aggregated 183 cars, against 413 cars the cor- 
responding day in 1906. The movement 
southwest was freer, but total primary ar- 
rivals—459,000 bu—were much less than those 
of a year ago. Antwerp and Parise were 
higher, and Liverpool stocks decreased more 
than 200,000 bu last week. Local public ele- 
vator holdings showed a gain of 809,000 bu. 
Seaboard clearances, wheat and flour, were 
227,000 ‘bu. Minneapolis stocks decreased 
80,000 bu for two days, and flour talk from 
that town was more gloomy. The cash busi- 
ness here wae dull, both offerings and de- 
mand being light. The northwestern cash 
situation continued firm, with millers the best 
buyers, and at the southwestern tables prices 
were about steady relative to the futures 


Firmer Tone to Corn. 


Except for a brief period of easiness early, 
yesterday's ‘corn market displayed strength, 
closing at advances of \c for May, 4%@%c for 
July, and 4@%c for September. Within the 
first half hour prices weakened to slight de- 
clines from the Saturday finish on hedging 
sales by cash dealers, but the softer spots 
witnessed sufficient covering by shorts to 
drag the market out of the rut and put it 
higher. May showed the earmarks of being 
congested. Some of the biggest interests 
declined to sell, and their position added to 
the uneasiness of the shorts. There was not 
much d6ing in a cash way with eastern mar- 
kets, although Philadelphia was reported a 
moderate byyer for export. 

While public elevator stocks increased only 
142,000 bu last week, it was said that the gain 
in the private house holdings would be large. 
The day’s receipts here, 717 cars, exceeded 
the estimate by 21 cars,. but only one 
car can co up to.the contract stand- 
ard. The receipts for the similar day 
last year were 867 cars. Estimated 
local arrivals for today were 586 cars. Pri- 
mary points reported 1,150,000 bu received, 
against 914,000 bu last year. Liverpool wound 
up unchanged to 4d off, although it was said 
that conditions in Argentina showed no im- 
provement.

Offerings were scarce through- 
out, and the demand for the grain at a 
shade under the market was good and steady. 
The leading holders were not disposed to 
sell, most of the grain offered coming in small 
quantities from scattered traders. Receipts 
here were light at 190 cars and shipments 
hence were 169,000 bu. Prices at the sample 
tables were slightly firmer, but the businese 
done with the east was not voluminous.
